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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 2, 4, 11 and 28-33 have been canceled. 

Election/Restrictions 

In view of Applicants' amendments to the claims in the Amendment filed July 9, 2007, 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim 1, drawn to a seed deposition assembly; 
Group II, claims 3, 5-10 and 34-43, drawn to a seed sowing assembly; 
Group III, claims 12 and 13, drawn to a seeder; 
Group IV, claims 14-17, drawn to banks of trailing arms; 
Group V, claims 18-27, drawn to a seed drill; 

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Group I requires a moulding. Group II requires bias means or the trailing arm to be biased. 
Group III requires a plurality of discs. Group IV requires journal axes normal with respect to 
each other. Group V requires a tubular extension, the disc to be made from sheet material, a dog 
leg and a cover.
